WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to fur- preamble, 
ther continue and amend the herein- 
after recited Act.

I. The Act made and passed in the thirty- ^^ y.^ j 
fourth year of the reign of Her Majesty, in- continued

II. From and after the passing of this Act, Duties im-

paid on the several articles hereinafter men- 
tioned, imported or brought into this Island, 
from any place or country whatsoever, the 
several Impost duties, rates or impositions in- 
serted, described and set forth in figures in the 
table of duties hereinafter contained, denomi- 
nated '^Table of Impost Duties,*' opposite to 
and against the said respective articles as there- 
in mentioned, described and enumerated, and 
according to the value, number and quantity 
thereof, as therein specified. The first and 
ia?cuutid*on ^^^^^ columns of duties in the said table denot- 
invoice. ing the ad-valorem duty or amount payable on 
every one hundred dollars worth of the article 
imported, which shall be in like proportion for 
any less amount than one hundred dollars 
worth, and the second column denoting the 
specific duty on each article ; and the said du- 
ties shall be calculated on the actual value or 
amount of the Invoice when reduced into the 
decimal system of Currency now by law estab- 
lished in this Island ; and the amount of any 
Invoice of dutiable goods imported from the 
United States of America into this Island made 
out in the legal and established currency of the 
said United States of America shall, for all the 
purposes of this Act, be reduced into the Deci- 
mal Currency now by law established in this

WHEREAS, by article thirty-three, of the Pfeambit. 
Treaty between Her Majesty and the 
United States of America, signed at the City of 
Washington on the eighth day of May, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, it is 
provided that articles eighteen to twenty-five, 
inclusive, relating to the fisheries, shall take 
effect as soon as the laws required to carry them 
into operation shall have been passed by the 
Imperial Parliament of Great Britain, by the 
Parliament of Canada, and by the Legislature 
of Prince Edward Island, on the one hand, and

An Act to incorporate the Saint Lawrence 
Marine Insurance Company, of Prince Ed- 
ward Island. 

[Passed June 29, 1872.] 

BE it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, 
Council, and Assembly, That Owen Con- 
nolly, John Gillan, Samuel Mutch, Peter W. 
Hyndman, John F. Robertson, Thomas Foley, 
William White, Benjamin Rogers, Robert T. 
Holman, Greorge "W. Howlan, John Knight,. 
Archibald J. Macdonald, and William Findley,. 
and all other persons who now are, or hereaf- 
ter shall be shareholders of the said Company^, 
shall be and are hereby united into a Company^ 
for making and effecting Marine Insurance^ 
according to the rules and directions hereinafter 
mentioned, and for that purpose shall be a Body 
corporate, under the name of the '* Saint Law-

An Act to alter and amend the Act to authorizfe 
the construction of a Railroad thorugh Prince 
' Edward Island. 

(Passed August 9, 1872). 

WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to 
alter and amend the Act passed in the 
Thirty -fourth year of the reign of Her present 
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Majesty, Chapter four, intituled **An Act to 
ftuthorize the construction of a Railroad through 
Prince Edward Island/' in certain respects, 
and in particular in order to empower and re- 
quire the Government to construct the exten- 
sions to Souris and Tignish, mentioned in the 
said recited Act at earlier periods respectively 
than is thereby authorized. Be it, therefore, 
enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Council, 
and Assembly, as follows : 

I. The Government are hereby authorized 
and required to enter into a contract or con- 
tracts for the immediate construction ' of the 
extension of the said Railway, from the Head 
of Hillsborough River, at or near the place 
where the line now contracted for and located 
intersects the said River to Souris, and from 
Alberton to Tignish, th% said extensions to 
Souris to touch at the Head of Saint Peter's 
Bay. 

II. The said extensions shall be surveyed 
and located previously to the letting of th^ 
contract or contracts for the construction there- 
of. The survey and location of the said exten- 
sions to Souris and Tigilish shall be completed 
on or before the first day of October, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
two. The contract or contracts for the con- 
struction of the said extensions to Souris and 
Tignish shall be entered into on or before the 
thirty-first day of December, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, and 
it shall be a condition of the said contract or 
contracts that the said extensions to Souris and 
Tignish shall be built, completed, fully equip-
